We have heard the most favourable criticisms on the acting of Miss 
Fanny Vining, the gifted daughter of Frederick Vining, the comedian. 
This young lady has chosen Tragedy as her forte, and appeared a few 
nights since at the Brighton Theatre, in conjunction with Charles Kean. 
The applause seems to have been equally divided between the two, and we 
trust shortly to have the pleasure of witnessing Miss Vining’s début on the 
boards of the London Stage. We extract the following critique from the 
BrightonHerald :—“ Miss F.Vining’s Juliet had considerable merit in it 
for one so young, and whose powers are not ripened to the point neces- 
sarily required by so passionate a creation as that of Juliet. Her burst of 
indignation at the Nurse's slander of Ztomeo had a warmth and earnest- 
ness in it that came from the heart, and the horror with which she specu- 
lates on her probable fate in the tomb, was delivered with thrilling force. 
During the week she has appeared in Pauline, Mrs. Haller, Juliet, 
Portia, &c. and on each evening was called forward with Mr. Kean.” 

It is reported that Bunn is anzious to become the lessee of her Ma- 
jesty’s Theatre. We have not the slightest doubt of this person’s anxiety 
to commence bungling again, but we most cordially trust the mode in 
which he conducted the transactions of the poor Germans, and the miser- 
able messes into which he has thrown every company to whom he may 
have been attached, will act as sufficient warning to the representatives 
of the late M. Laporte. 

A very curious old Play, said to be by Marlow, was sold at Evans’s in 
Pall Mall, the day before yesterday for the large sum of £131. It had 
formerly belonged to the late George Chalmers, the historian, and was 
entitled “ The true Tragedie of Richarde Duke of Yorke, and the death 
of good King Henry the Sixt, with the whole contention between the 
Houses of Lancaster and Yorke, as it was sundrie times acted by the Rt. 
Honble, the Earl of Pembroke and his servants.” Several passages show 
nearly verbatim adaptations by Shakspeare from this Play. It is dated 
1595, and is said to be unique. 

The dramatic ingenuity of our Parisian neighbours is remarkable. At 
the present moment the theatrical affiches of their theatres contain a 
curious announcement. M.Comte’s juvenile Theatre Choiseil must be 
well known to all who have visited the French metropolis. In a few days

In Philadelphia, Burton has 
opened the National with Forrest and others, and done very well. The 
Tremont Theatre, at Boston, is open. Last week Hackett made quite a 
hit in one of poor Power's favorite parts, O'Callaghan, and his success 
has induced him to take up the study of the whole range of Power’s 
favorite characters. Buckstone and Mrs. Fitzwilliam are playing at 
Montreal with great success. The news of the death of poor old Barnes, 
will probably have reached England before the steamer that leaves to-day. 
Love, we believe, is preparing for another West Indian harvest. Forrest, 
we presume, will soon appear in this city. Booth is as vigorous and good 
an actor as ever—he is at Philadelphia. And the where-abouts of the 
balance we are not acquainted with.” —NV. Y. Morning Herald.—15 Sept.
